IMMUNITY — known safety 
from a specific disease (as in the 
case of adequate protection by in- 
oculation or vaccination). 
ISOLATION — segregation of 
persons suffering trom a communi- 
cable disease, or of known carriers 
of disease, во that they may rot 
pass on the organisms. 
QUARANTINE — confinement 
to home „during the period of "in- | 
cubation” (development) of a com- 
municable disease, of “persons 
known to have been exposed to a 
disease source
